In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claim(s) 12-25, drawn to a wave filed microscope. 

Group II, claim(s) 26, drawn to a wave field-microscopy method of DNA sequencing. 

Group III, claim(s) 27, drawn to a calibration method for multi-dimensional wave field 
microscopy. 

3 The inventions listed as Groups I-III do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: Group I, drawn to a wave field microscope is fairly 
anticipated by the disclosure of US Patent 4,621,91 1, which discloses a wave filed microscope 
that has an object space, a first and a second light bean that are assigned to an objective lens, one 
or more reflectors, and a detection system (video camera). Accordingly, the invention of Group I 
is not considered to comprise a special technical feature and by extension, Groups I-III are not so 
linked by a special technical feature so as to have unity of invention. 

4. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 



1.143).
